EDITOBS GAZRTTE:—I came to Shep 


herdstown, W. Vs., yesterday and 
spending this week In the beantifu 
Shenandoah valley. 
Shepherditow. 


is it one end and Laxington, Va., i 
near the other end of the valley. As 
have been working along agricultura 
lines all my life I am more interestei 
in the grean fields and the growing 
grain than anything else. The wheat 
fields down here are putting on the 
golden hue and ia about two week 
larvesting will begin. 
The farmer 


here are growing winter barley and 
this morning I saw one field cut and on 
shock. 


Oa taking a train here for the south 


you will notice the word "White" on 
one end of the coach and "Black" ia 
arge letters on the other end. This 
means that white people don't ride in 
:he same seat with the colored, neither 
n the same compartment, as there is a 
>artition and door between them. 


I will now try to describe my trip 


and what I saw coming to this town 


had occasion to call on Dr. Crawford 


who lives in Crawford Hall, near Shep- 
herdstown, W. Va., and was a surgeon 
n the United States navy 26 years and 
was on the nag ship Olympia with Ad- 
miral Dawey when the Spanish fleel 
was destroyed at Manila. Be resigned 
wo years ago and last year bought 
he Morgan estate which he named 
Irawford Hall. Colonel Morgan, who 
owned this estate, was colonel of the 
'irst Virginia regiment in the civil 
war and died here where he was born. 
-his certainly was a warm place dur- 
Eg the war as the bullet and shell 
marks show on the old buildings. Sev- 


al shells passed through the stone 


nail of the house and one passed 
hrongh the brick wall of an ont 
house. It is only three miles from here 
o the Antietam battlefield and it's a 
.ne drive to that place. A large lime: 
tone spring near th* house is noted 
s being the place where the "Minute 
ten" of Virginia muttered In and 
arched direct from here to Boston, 


Mass., to join Washington's army dnr- 
ng tbe revolutionary war. 


I took the train at 5:30 p, m. to go to 


Harrisonbnrg, Va., and when we came 
o Winchester there was an immense 
rowd at tbe station. Upon inquiry 
found that it was Decoration Day for 
ie south. I was surprised to see so 
ew drunkards in the crowd and was 
old that there is very little drunken - 
ess on occasions of this kind. On 
heoe southern trips I see very fen for- 
gners while at places like ConnellS: 
lie, Johnstown and other places in 
ennsylvania I see as many of them 
aveling as of our own people. I also 
pant several hours in the Lnray cav- 
'ns. 
Luray is on the Norfork and 


'estern railroad 63 miles from Shenan- 
oah Junction on the B. & O. 
It in 


possible to describe the beasjty of 


his caye. The only way to realize 
hat it is, is to go and see it. It takes 
bout two hours to follow the guide 
trough it. I also ca*r a large duck 
,rm near Front Royal, Va., when 
ley raise about 10,000 ducks in one 
ear and get fancy -prices- for 'thorn. 
he little ducks are put in small boxes 
pirately and kept there until they 
eigh a pound, when they bring one 
ollar each. I was told that the tears 
me in their eyes when they sat the 
ater given them to drink. This en- 
rprise was started by a poor man 
ho owned three lame ducks. It is 
ow owned by Hinsborough & Carter, 


Winchester, Va., and is slid to be 
orth 850,000. 
They raise fine cattle a,nd horses in 
lis valley a id have them grazing in 
he fields and not on the streets as we 
ave in our beautiful old town of Bed- 
id. The people here talk like Vir- 
.nians, which is quite different in MT 
>nt from the Pennsylvania Dutch. I 
iked one farmer how many oows he 
ept and he said eight. I then asked 
im how much milk they gave and he 
aid "right smart,"

world by his frank identical note ti 
Russia and Japan in which he express 
es, in terms regarded as extraordinari 
y forceful for the language of diplo 
macy, his urgent dcs're that peace be 
ween the belligerents may be speed! 
.y accomplished. It is generally as 
sumed that the president, as a resnl 
of his extensive communications with 
)oth the Tsar and the Mikado, con 
ducted through the United States am 
bassador to St. Petersburg and the 
Japanese minister to Washington, was 
assured that such an appeal would be 
welcomed by both cations. In fact, no 
other hypothesis would accountfor th 
publication of the precise language of 
be appeal. 


"The president feels that the time 


las come when in the interest of al! 
mankind he must endeavor to see if it 
s not possible to bring to an end tha 
errible and lamentable conflict now 
icing waged," says the president, and 
urther along he says, "The president 
ccordingly urges the Russian and 
apanese governments not only for 
ueir own sakee, but in the interest of 
he whole eivilizid world, to open 
irect negotiations for peace with one 
EoSher," While the note is not ex- 
eptionally emphaticfor the president, 
is remarked that in diplomatic p&r- 


ance the expression "urge" is pirtieu- 
arly strong and would ordinarily be 
eplaced by such an expression as 
hopes for," etc. 
The effect of the president to secure 
irect negotiations rather than fur- 
her to act as intermediary will prove 
relief to many who have watched the 
egotiations with no little anxiety, 
earing that Japan at least would look 
o the United States to insure good 
aith on the part of Russia, an insur- 
nce which the president would assur- 
dly be powerless to give, especially 
ithout the sanction of congress. If 
he belligerents act upon the presi- 
ent's appeal there will undeniably be 
dded another triumph to the adminis- 
ation of Theodore Roosevelt. 
The Moroccan situation is beginning 
o attract considerable attention, al- 
hongh somewhat overshadowed by the 


e negotiations. Garmany has is-

The presi- 


dent through S:cretary Taft cabled to 
Governor Wright at Manila: "Tims 
cannot be given for the repair of the 
iijuriesreceived in battle. Therefore, 
the vessels csnnot be repaired unless 
interned until the end of hostilities." 
Disregarding the rules of international 
law altogether, some j rarnals justify 
the order on the ground that it will 
have a tendency to hasten peace nego- 
tiations. Whatever may be its iofla- 
ence on the termination of the war 
this position is untenable. Interna- 
tional law is based largely on prece- 
dent, but the instances that have been 
accepted by the family of nations as far- 
ming precedents have been the result 
of humanity's promptings. To refuse a 
haven to disabled and unseaworthy 
vessels is manifestly inhuman and al- 
though neutral ports bare been de- 
clared closed to warring ra'.ions there 
is no instance of the refusal of permis- 
sion to a crippled craft to enter. Sec- 
retary Taft said the matter turned on 
the manner in which the ships were 
injured. Had they been wrecked by 
storms or explosions, they would have 
besn allowed to repair. This is new. 
The rules of international law only 
forbid such remodeling or improving 
as would make them more destructive 
to combating ships or commerce than

Governor Pennypacker

Senator Quay "a greater man than 
Clay or Webster," yet he his never for 
tiSed this grotesque pronnnciamento 
with even an attempt at justification 
It is to be hoped that upon calm re 
flection the governor will modify his 
estimate of Sanator Quay and thus pre 
vent the bones of Clay and Webster 
from rattling in their graves, in indig- 
nant protest. 


The only defensible comparison be- 


tween C'.ay, the statesman from Ksn- 
tucky, and Qiay, the 
Pennsylvania 


politician, is the fact that both were 
sons of clergymen. 


The closest and warmest friends of 


Mr. Quay, those who knew him b :st, 
have had the good sense never to at- 
tribute to him any degree or variety of 
virtues, tush as the virtue of self-Mori- 
nee, temperance, high minded devo- 
tion to the right, charity and other 
characteristics which we may comprise 
in the general term, "sincere and cor- 
dial conformity to the commands of 
the moral law." They have lauded 
him on account of his political prowess, 
his ability to snatch tainted victory 
from threatened defeat, his inaxhanst- 
ible resources in manipulating legisla- 
tures, working conventions and carry- 
ing elections; his taunting confession 
that he, a United Stites senator, gam- 
bled in stocks and did not care who 
knew it, and many accomplishments of 
a like character. Others admired him 
because of his literary tastes, his love 
of books and the cleverness with which 
he could dilate on the heavenly bodies, 
discuss raligku: questions or intricate 
scientific problems. 


Let the reader judge, after perus- 


ing this sketch of ''The Master-Spirit" 
which aims to be fair and truthful, 
whether Matthew Stanley Quay should 


occupy a niche among the great men cf 
the republic, or whether his memory 
should be allowed to vanish in gener 
ous oblivion. 


Simon Cameron, tbe father of mt- 


chine-politics in Pennsylvania, intrc- 
dnced the corrupt use of money to se 
cure political leinltr, but it wisre 
served for his most astute lieutenant, 
Matthew Stanley Quay, to carry organ- 
ized political corruption and knavery 
to the highest degree of perfection and 
reduce the boodle system in public 
affairs to one of the exact sciences. 


Quay was a natural born schemer, 


and hi> childhood education aid train- 
ing failed to save him from becoming 
one of the most conspicuous chatacters 
in shady political life our country has 
ever produced. The son of a Presby 
terian clergyman, he early learned the 
value of maintaining appearances. He 
secured a college education and studied 
law, was admitted to the bar but never 
attempted to practice in the courts. 
He appears, however, to have learned 
enough of law to enable him to violate 
it both in letter and spirit, and still 
avoid its penalties. He enjoyed a short 
apprenticeship in journalism, sufficient 
to demonstrate to his fertile brain the 
value of machine-:ontrolled newspa- 
pers in misleading and deceiving the 
public. His supposed religious train 
ing—with conscience left out—legal 
knowledge of how to escape when cor- 
nered, and newspaper experience of 
making the worse appear the better 
cause, were employed to serve their 
possessor's purposes during his entire 
political career. 


These early acquirements were the 


ready tools of Quay's statecraft. His 
entrance into political life was at a 
period favorable for the exercise of his 
peculiar political gifts. 
From the 


time he became of age until his death, 
with the exception of about three 
years, he wai comfortably bedded in 
some public berth. He need the power 
which place and pctronage give for

profit, and while he secured the repu- 
tation of having resigned many offices, 
it is a matter of record, that a resigna- 
tion with him was the stepping-stone 
to another and better place. He never 
resigned himself out of comfortable 
office but once, and that he did in a 
moment of pique within a few months 
of the period when his term would ex- 
pire; this was the only occasion dur- 
ing his long csreer in which he per- 
mitted his temper to cause him the 
loss of even a month's salary or per- 
qnisities. 


Shortly after becoming of age Quay 


was appointed prothonotary of Beaver 
county by Governor Pollock. This ap- 
pointment was made upon the joint rec- 
ommendation of Col. A K. McOlnre 
and Andrew 8. Onrtin, then secretary 
of the commonwealth. Quay,, later on, 
showed his true character and his idea 
of gratitude when he deserted Onrtin, 
who had given him the first foothold 
n public life, for Cameron, and at the 
my time when his power and influ- 
ence might have served to make Cur 
tin United States senator and to de- 
troy the baneful Cameron control of 
iclitics in Pennsylvania. There was 
luite a difference in the characteristics 
of Cameron and Quay. The former 
would change his party relation! once 
a year, if it served his purpose anil 
iromised him power and office, while 
2aay, though ostensibly remaining a 
Bepnblican, would desert and betray 
one circh of political assocV.es and 
from an alliance with a new one ai the 
beginning of ewry campaign, if 
ttat 


best advanced his interests.

REV. BIGELOW'S SERMON. 


Preacher! and Trade Union*—A Significant 


Movement.

CraoiHKATi, June 13.—At the Vine

tor, Eev. Herbert 3. Bigelow, told how 
the preicherg and trade unionists of 
Binghimton, N. Y , have gotten to- 
gether. 


This movement in Binglamton, slid 


Mr. Bigelow, ia full of significance. 
A ieries of economic lectures have 
been arranged under the pint auspices 
of the churches and the unions. The 
unions tell tickets and make them- 
selves responsible flnac daily for the 
course. 
The lectures are held in 


different churches and the preachers 
attend aud take part with the union- 
ists in the informal discussions which 
follow. 


A coalition of chute1! and trade 


onion organiz \tions would be In- 
vincible in a city like Blnghamton and 
in the first lecture of the service it 
was proposed that these powerful 
bodies unite npjn the initiative and 
referendum as a practical program tor 
action. 


Binghamton is exceptionally cle»n 


politically. But even here the people 
realize that the initiative and referen- 
dum 
is a much-deeded 
safeguard 


against municipal corruption. 


THE ASPHALT TRUST. 


As in Cincinnati, so in Binghamton, 


the question of paving is one of upper- 
most interest. The exactions of the 
asphalt trust ha»e driven the people 
to rebellion. A newspaper, the Bing- 
hamton Press, a jrarra' apleididly 
equipped and deservedly papular, sub- 
mitted to the taxpayers a postal card 
referendum, aud the decision was 
overwhelmingly for brick as a sub- 
stitute for asphalt. The Press is now 
sounding the alarm that the aldermen 
are under tie spell of the trust and 
are about to vjte for asphalt in spite 
of the declared wish of the people. 
This shows that the city charter 
ought to be amended so that the 
people can demand a 
referendum 


on any such measure in which they 
are interested and so that their vote 
can be made official and binding upon 
the council. 


AIBS OF MASTERS. 


In an able editorial the Press says 


that in the presence of the trnst, the 
aldermen areai soft as putty; t\!a*i in 
the presence of the Street Railway 
company, which, by the way, has a 
perpetual 
franchise, 
they 
tremble 


like leaves In a gale, out that when 
confronted by aigry taxpayers "the 
people's servants assume the airs of 
masters and dictators 
To the com- 


mands of those opposing the real in 
tercets of the city they are obedient 
To the just demands of the taxpayers, 
they are absolutely deaf." 


And why should they not assume 


the airs of masters? Masters they are. 
We call them servants. But this is a 
pleasant fiction. Once in office, they 
are masters. Of course, we may de- 
feat them for re-election 
But, while 


in office, we can only entreat, we can- 
not command them. This is so every- 
where, save in cities like Los Angeles, 
where the charter provides that by a 
petition of five per cent, of the voters 
the citizens can force a referendum on 
any question and thereby set aside 
the acts of their law-makers. 


KE8TOBATICOT OF POrULAB SOVEBSIONTY. 


The councilmen of Los Angeles are 


in fact servants. The people have the 
legal means of commanding them. In 
Cincinnati and Philade'phia and Bing- 
hamton the conncilmsn for the time 
being are the masters. If they choose 
to defy the public and serve the cor- 
porations the people may resort to 
mob rule but they have no lawful and 
peaceable I'jdrese. The initiative and 
referendum is the restoration of popu-
